CALIFORNIA 


NEWS BRIEFS 


An example of what thrift, hard 
work and good management will do 
to provide necessities and some com- 
forts for a wife and family has been 
demonstrated by P. W. Perdue, a 
former resident of Texas, who came 
to Oakdale, Stanislaus county, about 
two years ago. During the past year 
he has been employed by a rock 
compatiy and worked his regular 
shift at the company plant and at 
odd times has planted and cared: for 
a cotton crop of eleven acres one-half 
mile from the city limits. Most of | 
Perdue’s work at the plant was on 
night shift and after getting his sleep 
and rest in the mornings, a part of 
the day was spent in taking care of 
the crop. The cotton is now matur- 
ing and with the aid of two small 
sons he has’ gathered about 400 
pounds and open bolls are seen all 
over the patch. Perdue estimates the 
yield at three-fourths of a bale to 
acre where irrigation was used. 


Births, deaths and marriages ir 
California during the first six months 
of the present year all show substan-_ 
tial increases over the corresponding 
period of 1925, it was announced by L 
E. Ross, director of the State Bureau 
of Vital Statistics. Ross’ official 
semi-annual figures disclosed the 
greatest percentage of increase in 
births, 40,503 being recorded for the 
first six months of 1926 as compared 
with 38,444 in the first half of 1925. 
This is a gain of 2,059 or 5.4 per cent. 
The semi-annual marriage figures re- 
veal an increase of 3 per cent. The 
first half of this year witnessed 26,- 
675 weddings in the state. as against 
25,923 in the corresponding 1925 
period. The 1926 death toll was given 
as 30,382, an increase of 2.2 per cent 
Infant mortality, however, decreased 
13.1 per cent. 


Thirty tons of almonds per day are 
being received by the Arbuckle, Co- 
lusa county, warehouse of the Cali- 
fornia Almond Growers’ exchange. 
Twelve hundred tons are expected to 
be handled by the association this 
year. This is about one-tenth of the 
state crop. An early estimate of the 
crop figured 100 per cent increase 
over last year’s crop. Picking to date 
shows the increase to be over 300 per 


| cent increase. Prices have not been 
| set by the almond growers’ associa- 
| tion for this year. 


Sutter county has found a place for 
the under-sized peaches which the 
canneries have been rejecting. The 
smaller fruit promises to come into 
its own, according to E. E. Wernex of 
Yuba City, buyer for a San Francisco 
syrup company. Wernex this season, 
purchased several hundred tons of 
the under-sized fruit for his firm, 
shipping the peaches to the San Fran- 
cisco factory, where it was peeled, 
concerted into rich syrup and sent to 
the trade in jars. Various varieties 
of the fruit are being used in the 
process. 

The Cuyama highway was turned 
over to the state highway commission 
at a meeting of the directors of the 


| joint district, comprising Kern, Ven- 


tura and San Luis Obispo counties, 


| held in San Francisco, recently. The 


highway is between Maricopa in Kern 
county and Santa Maria, and under 


| the plant it has been incorporated as 


part of the state highway system, and 
its maintenance will be in charge of 
the state highway department in the 
future. 

Watermelons grown in Redlands 
and in the Moreno valley are now on 
the market and are proving to be so 


| much better than the melons shipped 
| in at this time that the local growers 


are able to secure a half-cent a pound 
more for their product. The Red- 


| lands cantaloupes are also bringing 
| a better price than those from the 


outside. The melons grown around 


| Mentone and on the sand in the Lu- 


gonia section are also of good quality. 


Thirty prominent men of the state 
including University of California 
professors, members of the California 
Bar, and other professional and busi- 
ness men demonstrated their ability 
to earn a living by hand labor this 
summer, by building themselves a 
clubhouse of stone and timber one- 
half mile from the summit of the 
Sierras, above Truckee. The club- 
house will serve as a winter home 


| for the California Ski Club. 


First steps toward insuring a per- 
manent, adequate water supply for 
Alum Rock park, municipal mountain 
resort seven miles west of San Jose, 
have been taken by the San Jose city 
officials with the filing of an appli- 
cation with the state department of 
public works for 500-acre feet of 
water a year from the north fork of 
the Penitencia creek, which flows 
through the park. , 

The board of trustees of the Marys- 
ville Union High School has announc- 
ed that actual construction of the new 
union high school plant, to be erect- 
ed at Knights Recreation Park under 
a bond issue of $400,000, will com- 
mence December 1, and that the build- 
ing will be ready for the commence- 
ment exercises next June. 

Sixty-two of the 166 candidates who 
successfully passed the California 
Bar Examinations given by the board 
of examiners ‘n the District Court of 
Appeals this month were graduates 
of the University of California College 
of Law. 

Sacramento is practically the chief 
distributing point for agricultural 
and mining labor in California now. 
Such was the gist of a statement made 
by A. G. Anderson, manager of the 
state free employment bureau in Sac- 
Famento, in giving a general survey 
on the labor conditions in this vis 
cinity.

Then too few mot- 
orists realize the liability they incur 
when they invite a person to ride as 
their guest. It sometimes happens 
that motorists who have felt that it 
would be selfish to deny a plea for a 
ride have paid dearly for their benefi- 
cence. 

“Our courts have held that the 
operator of a car who invites another 
to ride with him is bound to exer- 
cise reasonable care for the safety of 
lhis guest, and if, through the driver’s 
negligence, a guest who exercises due 
is injured, the driver is liable 
for damages. If a motorist is the un- 
fortunate vetim of a collision in 
which a boy is hurt, or if the boy is 
injured through jumping off the car 
before it has stopped, or if he trips 
and falls while getting off the run- 
ning board, it may be possible that 
the motorist will be forced to com- 
ipensate him. 

“It is true that if some of these 
cases are contested there is a chance 
of winning, but litigation is uncer- 
tain and expensive, and in most cases 
an attempt is made at settlement in 
order to obtain release from further

There is nothing particularly new 
in this circuit, which is the old Wea- 
gant, with a few variations. The set 
ofiginally was designed for local re- 
ception only, but one local did. not 
come in very well, so a stage of radio- 
frequency was added. A location in 
the center of Manhattan was selected 
for a test. 

The set is fairly compact, the panel 
being 7 by 21 inches and the baseboard 
12 by 20 inches. 

The chief claim of novelty is the 
placing of the R. F., secondary, and 
regenerative coils on one form and 
having them all of the same diameter. 
That simplifies the work somewhat. 

There are five tubes, a R. F. ampli- 
fier, a detector and three audio ampli- 
fiers. The author selected the type of 
audio amplifier used because the trans- 
former gives a strong initial input, 
free from distortion, for’ the two re- 
sistance-coupled stages to amplify. 
The result is a signal of surprising 
fidelity and somewhat greater volume 
than a two-stage transformer-coupled 
amplifier. 

The coils are of the ribbed type of 
hard rubber tubing, recommended for 
its high electrical efficlency. There 
are 12 ribs running lengthwise of the 
tube and spaced equally around the 
circumference. The turns of wire, 
touchitig only the tops of the ribs, 
leave a space under the coils and pro- 
vide practically an air core. The an- 
tenna coil was wound (as shown in 
Fig. 2) with No. 22 D. GC. GC. wire, 15 
turns for the primary coil (L1) and 46

turns for the secondary (L2). 
number of turns for this coil 
vary, depending upon the length and 
type of aerial used. The aerial used 
with this set was about 75 feet in 
length, If a shorter aerial is used, 50 
to 54 turns may be required. The 
spacing between the primary and sec- 
ondary is not critical; from one-eighth- 
inch to one-quarter-inch works. 
Construction of Coils. 

The coil form shown in the drawing 
(Fig. 3) performs a threefold duty— 
that of supporting the R. F. primary, 
the R. F. secondary and the regenera- 
tive coil. The R. F. primary coil 
is composed of 20 turns of No. 22 D. 
C. C., the R. F. secondary coil (L4) of 
46 turns of No. 22 D. C. C., and the re- 
generative coll (L5) of 12 turns of No. 
30 D,. GC. G. The spacing between the 
R. F. primary and the R. FP. secondary 
must be two inches, or slightly more 
may prove even better. The regenera- 
tive coil (L5) is spaced about one- 
eighth inch from the secondary. 

To obtain a variable condenser of 
.0002 capacity for the regenerator a 
larger condenser can be used by re- 
moving a number of the rotor plates. 
In this case a .00085 was used, after 
removing four rotor plates, which 
brought the capacity down to approxi- 
mately .0002 mfd. 

The inductance forms can be fas- 

ed directly to the baseboard with a 
%:: screw or elevated a half inch 
or so on S-shaped strips of brass. One 
end of the § is then bolted to the form 
and the other end screwed to the base- 
board. 

For best results a good audio trans- 
former should be used, one of not too 
high a ratio. One of the modern large- 
sized transformers should give ideal 
results. The resistance couplers 
should, of course, be of the highest 
grade to balance the audio transform- 
er. A little pains taken to obtain the 
right resistance values is really worth 
while, as the builder will be amply 
repaid by the results obtained. 

Only two vernier dials are required, 
as the regenerative condenser is not 


critical. Three dials of the same de- 
sign make a better-looking panel. 
The R. F. tube may or may not re- 
quire a negative bias, depending, of 
course, on the characteristics of the 
particular tube. From one and one- 
half to three volts usually will make 
the tube function properly. To include 


a “C” battery at this point, remove the | 


lead X—XI, as shown in Fig. 1. 

The set is easy to tune, as there are 
only two major controls, antenna dial 
and wave-length dial. After the de- 
tector tube is properly adjusted the 
setting of the rheostat can remain per- 
manent and the volume of the output 
signal controlled entirely by the R. F. 
tube rheostat. If the coils are: prop- 
erly balanced the dials should read 
alike and then can be_ successfully 
logged. When tuning the set the dials 
should be rotated slowly, a degree at 
a time, as the stations simply drift 
in and out without the usual whine or 
whistle. If the regenerative unit is 
correct, over-regeneration is indicated 
by signal becoming mushy when too 
much capacity is used—that is. when 
the dial is advanced too far. If the 
set has a tendency to “plop,” remove 
two or more turns from the secondary 
side of the regenerative coil as a 
means of correcting the fault. An- 
other method is to move the regenera- 
tive coil from one-quarter inch to 
three-eighths inch away from the sec- 
ondary coil. 

The value of the “C” battery used in 
the audio circuit may be anything 
from four and a half volts to nine 
volts or more if ninety or more volts 
of “B” battery are used. Most audlo 
amplifiers work better with a “C’” bat- 
tery, and the saving of “B” battery 
is considerable in the long run. 

Wave-Length Range. 

The set should ordinarily tune from 
200 to 526 meters smoothly and with 
equal volume. However, the author 
found one set in several he built that 
was for some reason or other a little 
tricky on wave lengths under 300 me- 
ters—that is, it had a tendency to 
spill over and was difficult to balance. 
This tendency was corrected by mak- 
ing use of the Rice system of neutral- 
ization. This consists of an induc- 
tance and a neutralizing condenser. 
These parts are indicated in the draw- 
ing to show their location, but need 
only be used if difficulty ts experienced 
on the low wave lengths. There is, 
however, only one chance in a hun- 
dred of their being required. The coil 
is composed of the same number of 
turns as the R. F. coil and is wound 
directly over the R. F. coil. 

The tube in the last stage can be a 
201-A if the horn type of loud speaker 
{is used. However, if the builder in- 
tends to use a cone-type ‘speaker, he 
will require a greater output voltage 
properly to vibrate the cone. The use 
of a UX171 power is suggested here as 
a suitable means of providing the nec- 
essary power without distorting the 
signal. An amperite or similar fila- 
ment control device of one-half am- 
pere capacity must be provided for 
this type of tube. 

The choke and large condenser 
shown in the diagram can be used or 
not as the builder sees fit. With their 
use the output signal will be much 
smoother, as the heavy direct current 
is by-passed through the choke in- 
stead of being allowed to pass through 
the speaker coil.
